The fame Gentleman obferves, in another Place, ** that 
France was once upon a fight Foot, in Relation to 
its Liberties, but that They, who perufe their Hifto- 
ries with Care, will find that arbitrary Power did not 
fo mitch bring in high Taxes, as that high Taxes in- 
* troduced arbitrary Powers for when that golden Idol 
“ of an immenfe. Reverue, wes fet up, all the Nation 
bowed to i ; 

I have quoted thefe Paffages from a very good Judge 
of Trade, to let my Readers fee his Opinion upon this 
Subje&. It is true, indeed, that He mentions Cu/foms 
and Excifes together, without making any Diftinétion 
between Them, becaufe his Defign was to fhew the 
mifchievous Confequences of both to the Intereft of 
Trade; but as the prefent-Difpute lies between thefe two 
Kinds of Taxing, and I have underfaken to prove the 
Preference of one to the other, it is neceflary to explain 
this Point a little farther. 

The Tritutes, Aids, or Subfidies, which or Ance- 
ftors granted to the King, for the current Service of 
the Government, upon the Alienation of *Crieo#Zands, 
confifted in certain Duties on the Importation, or Ex- 
portation of Goods and Merchandize ; which in Length 
of Time obtained the Denomination of Cuffoms, be- 
caufe thofe Duties had been wfua//y, or cuftomerily paid ; 
but Excifes are Inventions of fo modern a Date; that 
the very Name is not to be found in our Lavo-books 
till about the Middic of the laft Century. 

The firft Attempt to introduce the/e Taxes into Eng- 
land Was in the Year 1626, by Way of Comm/fficn, un- 
der the great Seals but-the Parliament remontirated a- 
gainft it as illegal, -becaufe without the Confent of the 
People, and feveral of the Members, in their Speeches, 
inveigh’d againft shat Manner of Taxction. The belt 
Account of that Affair, which I have feen, is in 2 
Book, intitled the Cafe of the Bankers, &c. written by 
Mr. Turnor, a Barrilter of Gray's-Inn; from which I 
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tracts 
* A Commiffion of Excise, fays He, was iffued to 
“< thirtp-tbree Lords and others of the Privy Council, in 
«* which They are commanded to raife Money by Jm- 
“< pofitions, or otherwife, as They in their Judgment 
* fhall find to be moft convenient ; but becaufe This 
“« was without the Cox/ent of the Peor.e, it was ad- 
«« judged by both Houfes contrary to Law, ard the 
‘* Lords defired that this Commiffion of Excife might 
*¢ be cancell'd, and fhortly after it wascanceli’d by the 
“« King, and thereupon brought fo canceli’d into the 
“© Houfe of Lords by the Lord-Keeper, and by the Lords 
*¢ fo fent to the Commons. 
He adds that ** when Subfidies. of a mew and extraor- 
‘“* dinary Nature, have been heretofore agitated in Par- 
«c lian.ent, though for the! neceflary Defence of the 
« Realm, yet the Commons of that Age have anfwer'd, 
“« that They dur/? not agree thereto, till They had con- 
“ ferr’d with the Counties and Boroxghs, for which They 
«* ferved ; wbich Sir Edward Coke aljo faith is a Law 
“© and ee of Parliament. Nay, when the Point de- 
"«¢ bated hath been of Concernment to one prrticalar 
** Body of Men in the Kingdom, as the Mercuants,

Thus was the firft Attempt to introduce Exci/es in this 
Kingdom defeated by Parliament, out of Regard to Trade

King Chariles the Firf takes Notice of this extraordi- 
nary Step, in one of his Declarations, and charges the 
Parliament with impofing ixfupportable Toxes cnd ovt- 
ous Exctses upon their Fellow Sa’ jes, though He af- 
terwards made Uf of the fame .<ethod Himfelf. Thus 
was the whole Kingdom faddled with Excifes by two 
different Authorities, at the iame Time; and my Lord 
Clirendon obferves upon it, sat both Sides mace ample 
Declarations, with bitter Reproaches upon the Nectfity, 
that drew on this Impofition, that it fhould be continust no 
longer than to the End of the War, and then laid down 
and utterly abolifbed; which few wife Men, fiys He, 
believed would ever be. 

Excifes being thus introduced »mongft us, during the 
civil Wer, We cannot be furpriz'd to find the fame Me- 
thod of Taxinz continued and eftablifhed after the Refto- 
ration; for it was natural for the Court Party to build 
upon fuch a Precedent, as all Parties are apt to do, and 
to argue that it would be unreafomable and highly dif- 
refpeétful to refufe his Majeily the /ame, or the /ike 
Duties with Tho'e, which had been laid upon the Peo- 
ple, under an Ufurpation, by the preen:ed Affertors 
of Liberty ; efpecially fince his Misfortunes and long 
Exile, with the particuiar Circumftances of tho‘ Times, 
bad put Him uncer great Neteffities for Money. This, 
I fay, was a plaofible Argument, and nobody can won- 
der that it prevail’d in the firft Honey-Moon of Joy, vp- 
on that great Turn of Affairs ; but the Metheds and Ar- 
tifices, by which the Court accomplifh’d their Scheme. 
deferve our farther Confideration. 

The Court of Wards had long teen a moft terrible 
Grievance -to the whole Nation, as it fubicAed every’ 
Man's Eftate to che Power ofghe Crewm, and made the 
landed Men of England little better than Tenants for Life. 
The Hatife of Cammons had often endeavour'd 0 get 
this Court abolifh’d, and foon aftr the Refforation re? 
new'd their Iaftances to that Purpofe; but firft of all it 
was neceffiry to give the King an Equivalent for it, 
and after feveral Deliberations on that Subie&, ir was 
agreed to fettle 100,c00/. per Ann. on the Crown, in 
Lieu of the Cort of Wards. Several Schemes were 
likewife offer’d for raifing this Money; but at Jaft They 
refolved to lay it upon Land, and appointed a Committee 
to fettle an egual Rate upon every Country towards it. 

It deferves a Remark that this Sum of 100,000 2 
fer Ann. was above as much again as the Crown gain'd 
by the Court of Wards ; for though it was an intolerable

The wife and honcit Part of that Parliament were a- 
ware of This, and therefore oppofed the Exci/z, as a 
Monfter big with many fatal Evils; but the /ervi/e 
and mercenary Herd were too numerous, and carried all 
before Them. 

The only remaining Comfort was, that one Moyety of 
this extraordinary ‘Tax was to determine with the King’s 
Life; and This was made an Argument againft the Exc/u 
ficn Bill by the Court Party, who endeiveured to extenu 
ate the Dingers of a Popifh Saceeffir on trat Account. 
They urged that the Deter:nination of fo large a Tait of 
the Revenue, upon the King’s Death, would render his 
Brother ircapable of forcing his Re/igion upon us; and 
there would, no doubt have been ‘ome Force inthe Ar- 
gument, had a Moyeiy of the Excife a€tually determined, 
whea it eeafed by Law; bat when King Fames fuc- 
ceeded to the Throne, the Parliament was in fo good 
ap Huowur, (as Parliaments generaJly are at the Ee 
ginning of a Reign) thet They not only gave Him 
the whele Exeife, which his Brother enjoyed, but 1!) e- 
wife an additional Duty upon Wine, Tobacco avd other 
Commodities. This, indeed, ceafed for the prefent with 
the untortanage Reign of that Prince, when our Laws 
and Liberties received a new Confirmation, and many 
Grievances were redrefs'd by the Bill of Rights; bet 
the whele Excife upon Beer ond Ale was continued 
to King William, and more than one Attempt was 
made, in his Reign, to,extend it into a gemeral Ex- 
gije, under the old Pretence of Necefity, to carry on 
the War, which was then breaking out againi France ; 
but this Defign was fo vigoroufly oppofed by many 
Perf-ns, the moft zealwfly <ffeéted to Liberty and the 
Revolution, that she Projefors were obliged to lay it 
afide.

The tever.l Vouchers and Authorities, with which I 
thought it neceffary to corroborate this Diicourfe on the 
Origin of Excifes, hath already fwell'd it to fo great a 
Length, that Iam oblig’d to conclude a little abruptly. 
with a fhost Recapitulation of the whole. ; 

It appears from the preceding Deduction that this Kind 
of Taxing Wis unknows to the Founders of our Govern: 
ment, and difagreeable, at leaft, to the fundamental Infti- 
tation: of it; that it came originally fiom the Eafern 
Parts of the World, where ab/olute Monarchy prevails, and 
was firft introduced into Ewrore under the Roman E mpe- 
gors, after the Commonwealth was intirely deitroy’d ; 
that from J¢a/y it was carry'd into Spatm, and from thence 
found its Way into France, during the Confufions of the 
League i chit, the firft Footing it got in England was 
likewile id the Timeof aciv// War; that the legal Efta- 
blithment 6. it, af er the Refloration, was procured by a 
Trick of the Court 5 that the farther Eatenfion of it hath 
been conftantly-oppofed by the Patrons of Liberty, even 
in Times of the greatef? Necefity; and therefore it is 
hoped that in Times of Peace, when there can te no ex- 
traordinary Occafion for rajfing Money, We hall not be 
obliged to make Ufe of an Expedient, which is fo re- 

gnart to the Nature of a free Government, and the
